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TweEnrTy years ago, when Lord John Russell carried his original 
Reform Bill, the word “ Reform” was a word of power. A pal- 
pable idea was attached to it, and it rang in the ears of the multi- 
tude like the old ballad of “Chevy Chase” upon those of Sir 
Philip Sydney, “stirring their hearts as with the sound of a 
trumpet.” But those days passed, and “ Reform” lost its charm, 
Too much was expected of it ; and, when the fever heat of enthu- 
siasm cooled down, the people discovered that they had been ex- 
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which never can be utterly extinguished in any nation claiming to 
be intelligent and free, took a more practical direction, and the Anti- 
Corn-Law agitation of the party independent of Whigs and Tories, 
succeeded to that which the Whigs had thriven upon for a whole 
generation. The common sense of the country found that, with all the 
defects, anomalies, absurdities, and injustices which the Reform 
Act had been insufficient to cure, the English people were both 
practically and theoretically free; and that Parliament, as the Re- 
form Bill had constituted it, was powerful enough to remedy any 
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portance in our time were economical and fiscal—not doctrinal and 
philosophical. The sad experience of the oppressed nations of the 
Continent showed, at the same time, that bran new constitutions 
were somewhat like the pedlar’s razors—showy but useless—capa- 
ble of cutting and wounding, but not of doing the particular work 
for which they were intended. The uneducated classes, having the 
boon of a cheap loaf, were contented with the Government, and 
did not trouble themselves, while with the cheap loaf they had good 
wages, about forms and principles of legislation. The classes 
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immediately above them lost faith in the principle of 
a greatly extended suffrage, when they saw how pliant 
an instrument universal suffrage might become in the 
hands of despotism. All classes, with a few individual ex- 
ceptions, came to the conclusion, that, defective as our parlia- 
mentary system might be, its results were, upon the whole, satis- 
factory. It was true that Sudbury, Harwich, St. Alban’s, and 
other such places were scandals and nuisances, but it was equally 
truc, in law and in fact, that an “ Englishman’s house was his 
castle,” which was more than could be said of the house of a 
German ora Frenchman. It was absurd and unjust, no doubt, 
that Lymington, in Hampshire, a mere stagnant village, should 
return two members to Parliament, and that such great, wealthy, 
and growing cities as Manchester and Glasgow should return 
no more; but then it was comfortable to think that no attack 
could be made upon the life, limb, or property of a British sub- 
ject without a remedy. It was not, theoretically, very sound that 
Calne should return a member, and Birkenhead none, or that 
a venal ten-pounder in a trumpery borough should have the 
privilege of a vote, while a professional man, living in lodgings or 
chambers in the metropolis, and paying twice the amount of the 
£10 rental in direct taxation, should not enjoy a similar right ; 
but, in balancing advantages and defects, the people, though they 
might laugh now and then at the old patchwork Constitution of 
Great Britain, entertained a sincere respect for it, and were very 
thankful for the privilege of living under its protection. And so 
Parliamentary Reform went out of date as a party ery, and the 
most energetic reformers devoted their attention to such general 
reforms as Parliament could accomplish—the reform of the law, 
the reform of our fiscal system, and scores of less prominent, but 
equally important matters. 

In the session of 1851, annoyed by a chance defeat, and with a view 
toa party triumph at a future time, the author of the Reform Act of 
1832, and the author of the famous “ finality ” phrase, announced a 
new Reform Bill for the present year. It seems highly probable 
that the party gain to be derived frons the fulfilment of the promise 
will be nothing, or next to nothing. It is not improbable even 
that damage, and not advantage, will be the result. The promise 
of a new Reform Bill excited no gratitude and no expectation. 
Nobody cared one farthing about it; and if Lord John Russell 
instead of introducing it on Monday last, had quietly postponed 
it for another twelvemonth, or to the Greek kalends, no living 
creature would have taken the disappointment very greatly to heart. 
There would have been a running fire of ill-natured commentary 
in and out of Parliament, but nothing more serious would have 
happened. The world would have wagged as merrily as before, 
and the Russell Administration would have died of its decrepi- 
tude, at its appointed time—neither sooner nor later—with no 
greater number of friends or of enemies than if its new Reform 
Bill had never been dreamed of. 

And yet, the measure, as sketched by Lord John Russell, on 
Monday evening, to his very unsympathising auditory, contains 
many provisions for which the country might well be grateful. 
The enfranchisement of two such places as Birkenhead and 
Burnley is a tribute to the growth of trade and manufactures 
which is worthy of commendation. The extension of the right 
of voting to all persons living without the limits of boroughs, 
who pay direct taxes to the amount of forty shillings per an- 
num, is surely a step in the right direction. The abolition of the 
property qualification, hitherto exacted from English members 
alone, and which was notoriously of no avail for the purposes for 
which it was intended, is equally entitled to respectiul mention. 
The reconstruction of the oath, framed centuries ago, to exclude 
the adherents of the exiled House of Stuart, but which, in the pre- 
sent day, when there is no House of Stuart to trouble us, has the 
effect of excluding men in whom the first constituencies of the 
empire place their confidence, and who may be ranked among 
the most loyal and devoted subjects of the Crown, is also a real, a 
substantial, anda necessary reform. It will also be very generally 
admitted that there is no real necessity why a member of the 
Ministry, in vacating one officeand accepting another, should, at the 
same time, vacate his seat. The new Bill, in putting an end to 
this inconvenience, will generally be acknowledged as useful to 
thisextent. ‘The other portions of the measure are of less positive 
value; yet it can scarcely be denied, that the men who are 
considered fit to serve their country in the responsible and 
honourable capacity of jurymen, are fit to serve it in the 
capacity of voters. All impartial perscns will, we think, feel dis- 
posed to admit, that, in this respect, Lord John Rassell has done 
wisely in lowering the county qualification to include this class, | 
Whether Lord John Russell, in admitting that the original Reform 
Act, which requires a ten-pound qualification for voters in borough-, 
had placed the suffrage rather too high, did not admit rather too 
much, is a different question, and one on which in default of data 
we do not feel disposed to hazard an opinion. Whether, in 
praising the intelligence of the new five-pound householders, to 
whom he proposes to extend the suffrage, he does not somewhat 
exaggerate, or paint “en couleur de rose,” is another point on 
which it seems to us that more positive information would 
be desirable. But on neither point is it worth while to 
dwell. The Bill, as it stands at present, fresh from the mintage 
of its author's brain, may be a little bill, but, little as it 
is, a greater was not expected. Professed reformers will 
doubtless sneer at it; while the opposite party will find 
fault with it, not because it attempts little or much, but because it 
attempts anything, and stirs a question which, in their opinion, 
would have been better left alone. Yet we think that moderate 
men, who are not wedded to either party, and who form a reason- 
able estimate of the public necessities, will wish that Lord John 
Russell’s bill may be carried without loss of time, with such 
amendments of detail as the majority in Parliament may see fit 
to engraft upon it. The fear is, that the measure may “stop the 
way,” and impede the more important business of the Legislature. 
If the business is to be done, the sooner it be done the better. The 
circumstances of Europe and of the world are critical ; and, with- 
out feeling any great enthusiasm for, or any particular hostility 
against, the measure itself, the country will be apt enough to grow 
impatient if a protracted discussion, leading to the neglect of more 
urgent matters, should be the result. 

‘There is, however, a contagion of indifference as well as of en- 
thusiasm; and we feel that in considering the new Reform Bill, 
we have caught the prevailing sentiment of the people. Never- 
theless, we must admit, that after all there is something noble and 
instructive in the spectacle which England at this moment pre- 
sents. While civil war is only restrained in the fairest portions of 
Europe by the iron grasp of a merciless military despotism, while 
liberty lies prostrate and bleeding, and justice is outraged every 
day, the great English people are freely occupied with their own 
business; and the first Minister of the Crown, uncoerced, even 
unasked, is quietly endeavouring to extend the basis of the po- 
pular liberties. This is one view of the subject which should not 
be lost sight of. The military tyrants of the Continent, whether 
friends or foes of an English alliance, will be wise if they read the 
lesson aright, and turn it to the proper account.

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THE HOUSE OF LORDS LIBRARY. 


Tue river front of the new Palace at Westminster may be divided in to five parts: 
the centre portion on the principal floor consisting of committee and conference- 
rooms; the parts sonth and north of the centre being occupied with the 
libraries of the Houses of Lords and Commons, and the extreme end portions of 
the building containing the official residences of the Speaker, Black Rod, &c. 

Our I)lustration this week shows one of the four spacious apartments, com- 
municating with each other, set apart for the Library of the House of Lords, 
The Library is entered from a corridor running the whole length of the building, 
and has communication through the Bishops’ eorridor with the House of Lords. 
Two of the four rooms are of equal size, but the others considerably less, thongh 
all are of uniform height. In arrangement of oak-paneling, bookshelves, &c., 
they all correspond ; and from their fine proportions, the peculiarly elegant de- 
sign, and beautiful character of the workmanship of the carved woodwork, the 
tout ensemble is rich, samptuous, and pa'atial in the highest degree. Our Iilns- 
tration conveys a faithful idea of the style of decoration of these superb apart- 
ments; but the painter’s skill is needed to convey the rich brown tints of the 
carved oak, the gilded and various coloured bindings of the books, the rabricated 
and beautifully painted ceiling, and the varied hues of the armorial bearings in 
the panels above the bookshelves, in order to make the pictare complete in its 
vraisemblance. The escatcheons just referred to represent the armorial bear- 
ings of the Lord Chief Justices of England from the earliest period. 

The carved-work of small shields and oak foliage at the windows is particu- 
larly beautiful, as are also the panels above the doors, in the central one of which 
a clock is introduced. The spandrils in the doorway, of stone, are also of great 
delicacy of workmanship. The fireplaces are lined with Minten’s encaustic tiles, 
and the grates are thoroughly mediseval in appearance, of admirably wrought 
iron and brass work. The shelves fur books recede somewhat from the general 
front of the paneling, and by this arrangement great picturesqueness is 
obtained. The furniture is of oak, to correspond with the fittings in the room, 
and is covered with morocco leather. The carpet is of very fine design —in 
general style similar to one which hung in the Mediwval Court in the Great 
Exhibition of Industry of all Nations. The Library is lighted in the evening 
by lamps placed on the centre tables, but which are omitted in our Engraving. 

We should mention that the whole of the painted and heraldic decorations are 
due to the taste and skill of Messrs. Crace.

HOUSE OF LORDS.—Monpay. 
BRIBERY AT £LECTIONS. 

Lord Brovenam hoped the Government would extend the Law of Evi- 
dence Amendmeut Bill so as to provide for the personal examination of mem- 
bers of Parliament, with a view to the prosecution and punishment of bribery. 

The Marquis of Lanspowns said the subject had been long under the con- 
sideration of the Government. In the Lower House on that very night notice of a 
bill on the subject would be given. 


COMMON LAW PROCEDURE AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Losp CHANCELLOR moved the second reading of this bill. The measure 
provides that when a writ was issned it should contain an endorsement of the 
facts, precisely stating what was claimed for debt and costs. Technical and 
formal o} jections werein general to be abolished. If the defendant did nut de- 
fend, judgment would be signed in eight days, and the costs would be reduced 
to one-fourth what they atpresent amount to. The bill would also abolish all! 
cases of special demurrer. It required proceedings to be taken on the first 
stage, or not at all, aud allowed no writ of error to be bronght unless the objec- 


Lord Lrnpuogst did not object tothe second reading of the bill, as all the 
objections to it relatedto matters of detailand would be best discussed in com- 
He could not, however, understand, as the machinery of the 
county courts had worked so well, why the same machinery should not be 
applied to the superior courts in all cases not exceeding £200 or £300. 

Lord BroveHam thought the best course would be to read the bill at once a 
second time. He also agreed in tae suggestion of Lord Lynduurst as to the 
application of the county court machinery to the superior courts. 

The Lonp CHANCELLOR remarked, that, before he acceded to Lord Lynd- 
hurst’s suggestion, he should be glad to have his positive assurance that the 
county court machinery was adapted to the superior courts. 

The bill was then read a second time. 


FOREIGN REFUGEES. 

Tn reply to @ question from Lord Strangford, Earl GraNvILue said, that Lord 
Palmerston had not sent any reply to the remonstrances of foreign powers with 
respect to the reeeption given by this country to political refugees. Had the 
noble Lord remained in office, he had no doubt but he would have sent the same 
reply as he (Earl Granville) had done. 

After a short conversation on the Patent Law Amendment Bill of last session, 
their Lordships adjourned.

Lord J. Russex1, in reply to Mr. J. Witliams as to the reca!l of Sir H. Smith, 
intimated that the same rule of submitting for her Majesty’s approval every 
dispatch from the Colonial-office did not apply as in the case ef the Foreign- 
ofiice. The dispatch recalling Sir H. Smith had been submitted to and received 
the sanction of the whole of the Cabinet. 

THE “ AMAZON.” 

In reply to a question from Lord Naas, Sir F. Barine said, if a motion for that 
purpose were made he would not object to lay on the table all the correspondence 
which had taken place with the Admiralty on the subject of the loss of the 
Amazon. 

THE LIGHTING OF THE HOUSE. 

Lord J. MANNERS begged to ask the noble Lord (Lord Seymour) whether, 
within the last two months, he had received from Dr. Reid an intimation of the 
insecure state of the lamps which then hung over their heads? (Laughter.) 
{it may be mentioned that during the past hour the House had exhibited no 
little alarm at the falling of pieces of glass about them from the lamps sus- 
pended from the ceiling. In several directions the glass funnels gave way, and 
here and there large pieces fell upon the floor. The Serjeant-at-Arms narrowly 
escaped one of these missiles from a lamp directly over his head, but he valiantly 
kept his official chair, and with uncovered head defied the storm. Many hon.

Lord Sermovurn, in reply, said *‘ that he” had received no such intimation 
from Dr. Reid; and repeated the statement of the clerk of the works and the 
workmen employed as to the safety of the lamps. 

Lord J. Manness said he believed that Dr. Reid had expressed an opinion on 
the subject, and it was quite essential that something should be done in the 
matter. (Hear, hear.) 

The subject then dropped. 

MR. FEARGUS O’CONNOR, 

The SPEAKER acquainted the House with the fact that he had received a letter 
from the Police-court in Bow-street—(Laughter)—to this effect :— 

‘« Sir,—I understand it is the practice to communicate to the House the arrest 
of any of its members: I beg leave, therefore, to report to you that Mr. Feargus 
O’Connor having assaulted a police-constable, I have committed him to prison 
for seven days, under the provisions of the law.—I have the honour to be, sir, 
your obedient servant, Tuomas HENRY.” 

This intelligence occasioned considerable laughter. 


THE GOVERNMENT MEASURE OF PARLIAMENTARY 
REFORM. 

Lord J. Russern rose amidst a very crowded House to move for leave to 
bring in a bill to extend the right of voting for members of Parliament and to 
amend the laws relating to representation. The noble Lord commenced by 
urging the circumstance of the tranquillity of the courtry as rendering the pre- 
sent session peculiarly fitted to the consideration of the subject. He denied that 
it was merely on the spur of the moment, when pressed last year, that he re- 
solved to propose a measure of parliamentary reform. In 1848, while opposing 
Mr. Hume’s motion, he stated that the period was probably approaching when 
it would be well to consider whether some extension of the suffrage was not 
necessary. The question was discussed in the cabinet in 1849 and 1850, but on 
both occasions there were reasons sufficient for its postponement But while 
admitting the necessity for an extension of the suffrage, he held the claim un- 
timely which asserted the right of every individual to the franchise. He then 
drew an historical retrospect of all the measures of reform proposed, from that 
of Mr. Pitt in 1781 down to the bill of 1832, the main provisions of which, so 
far as they limited the franchise in counties and boroughs, he called attention 
to, and urged, that, if the counties and large towns only returned members, 
it would be impossible to say that we had a fair system of representa- 
tion. Where representation depended solely on numbers, as in the United 
States, it had been found necessary to arm the executive in the per-

large towns. He saw no reason, nor was it intended to proceed arbitrardy 
to absolute disfranchisemont in the case of the small boroughs. It was only pro- 
posed to disfranchise those boroughs where there was proof of corruptioa, to be 
ascertained by means of a commission similar to that appointed inthe St. 
Alban’s case. It would be for the House to consider whether the hiatus in the 
representation joned by the disfranchi t of boroughs under such cir-

cumstances should not be filled up as he now proposed in the cuse of Sudbury 
and St. Alban’s, by giving the vacant seats tu popnious and growing towns like 
Birkenhead and Burnley. Holding that Parliament was correct in 1831 
in placing the right of voting on household suffrage at a £10 qualitication, he 
thought the time had come when it might safely be lowered. He proposed to 
substitute a rated value of £5 in boroughs fer the existing £10 franchise. In 
point of numbers, he calculated that the proportion of occupiers between £5 
and £10, as compared with those of £10 and upwards, was about six to ten. The 
proposed change, therefore, would add material'y to the number of voters in 
boroughs. He pro: to maintain the distinction between the county and 
the borough franchise established by the Reform Act, The 40s. freehold 
franchiss would not be disturbed ; buat, with regard to the occupation 
franchise, he thought the same qualification which entitled a man to sit on 
juries might safely be taken as that which should give the riglit to vote 
for members of Parliament; and, accordingly, he proposed to reduce the 
occupation franchise ia counties trom £50 to £20 rated value; and with regard 
to copyhold tenures and long leaseholds, the qualification was to be reduced 
from £10 to £5. Besides these, it was proposed to give a new right of voting 
indiscriminate'y to persons residing either in counties or boroughs—those 
residing without the limits of the borough to vote fur the county, and those 
within, for the boroungh—that way, the right for all persons to vote who paid 
direct taxes in the shape of assessed or income-tax to the amount of 40s. a year. 
Such new qualitication, however, was not to extend to persons who paid merely 
for licenses, This would obviate the otjection frequently and reasonably urged, 
that while persons holding freehold or leasehold property, and even mere occu- 
pying tenants, had the right of voting, a large class of ed 1 men, } ing 
property and every qualification for the exercise of the franchise, had not that 
right. With regard to the small boronghs, he thought on principle they should 
be maintained. He did not find, although there was now an outcry against 
them, that Mr. Pitt, Mr. Fox, or any other statesman who had propounded or 
supported plans of parliamentary reform, had ever suggested the total destruc- 
tion of the small boroughs. It was a.mistake to suppose that all these boroughs 
were infected with corruption more than some of the larger constituencies. In 
many of them elections were conducted with purity ; but as with recard tosome 
it was said with trut' that the influence of property controlled the elections, and 
as it was desirable that that reproach should be removed, he proposed where 
such influence prevailed to extend the constituencies by adding neighbouring 
towns in the same or the adjoining county. In bringing forward the Reform 
Act he lad stated that no electeral borough under that act would have Jess than 
300 voters ; and while that was the case generally, it appeared that 14 had less 
than that number, about 30 more had less than 400, and several others less than 500. 
He proposed to abide by that standard of 500, and to add places in the nvigh- 
bourhood to those which had less in order to make up that number. The num- 
ber of boroughs to which this principle would apply in Engiand and Wales 
would be 67. These small boroughs (except some few in Yorkshire), being in 
the southern and western counties, were principally in agricuitural districts ; and 
the places it was proposed to add to them being of the same character, of course 
the balance of interests established by the Reform Bill would be preserved, the 
object being not to interfere with those interests, but to leave them as they were. 
Last year he had intimated that he attacked no value to the property qualifica- 
tion of members,and that he was willing to see it abolished, and, acting on that 
opinion, a clanse would be introduced into the bill repealing ail the acts from 
Anne duwnwards to that subject, so that in future the English and Irish mem- 
bers would in this respect be placed on a footing of equality with those of Scot- 
land. Another subject he proposed to deal with in the b li—after the necessary 
resolution of the House on the subject should be taken— was the oaths taken by 
members. He saw noadvantage in maintaiviug invid'ous distinctions between the 
oaths of Protestantsand Koman Catholics, nor in calling upon members to abjure 
James II. and his descendants. In the new form of oath he proposed the words 
**on the true faith ot a Christian” should be omitted—worcs which hai never 
been introduced to confine the right of sittmg in Parliament to Christians, but 
for a totally different purpose. The cath he would sugrest was a 
simple one, which all members could take alike, werely binding them 
to allegiance to the throne and fidelity to the succession. There 
would be one other clause in the bill, in regard to members ac- 
cepting offices under the Crown, At present, not only when the member 
first accepted office, but when he changed office, his seat became vacant. 
te did not propose to alter the law as regarded members accepting office for the 
first time, but he thought that when a member who he'd one office merely 
changed to another under the same Administration, there should be no necessity 
for a re-election ; and to this extent he proposed to eifect an alteration. With 
regard to Ireland, it was not proposed to make any alteration in respect to the 
county franchise. But, with regard to the city and borongh franchise, the quali- 
fication would be reduced from £8 to £5, it having been found that that £8 
franchise greatly restricted the namber of voters in Ireland. The very small 
number on the lists of some of the buronghs had disposed Government to re- 
consider the question placed before the House when tue Irish bill was before it ; 
viz. whether, with regard to some of those boroughs, it was not advisable to add 
the neighbouring towns, and thereby secure larger and more indepe. dent con- 
stitueneies. This question ot the franchise settled, Parliament would be in a 
position to consider one from which it was not alien, viz. the education of the 
people. In another session, he trusted they would be prepared to concur in @ 
general measure on that subject. 
Mr. Hume complained of the of the noble Lord’s scheme, especially 
. to the ballot and triennial parliaments. As fur as the bill went, he approved 
of it. 
Aiter some observations from Sir J. Walsh and Sir R. Inglis against the mea- 
sure, and Mr. H. Berkeley and Mr. P. Howard in favour of it, 
Mr. Bricut observed, that, judging by the intelligence displayed by the rate- 
payers between £5 and £10 a year in local matters, he believed there was no 
danger of the electoral body being deteriorated in character by the noble Lord’s 
plan; but he regretted that care was not taken to prevent the exercise of 
coercive influence by large manufacturers and others, who had many of these 
smaller voters dependent upon them, by introdncing the protection of the bal- 
lot. He saw no reasons for lowering the county franchise to £20 which did not 
apply with equal foree in favour of carrying the reduction to £10. What reason 
was there for saying that the mau who occupied a £10 house in the country was 
not as intelligent and as respectable as the man who lived in a £5 house in a 
borough? Tue noble Lord had talked about maintaining the balance of inte- 
rests ; but the preponderance of the representatives of the land and opponents 
of the settled question of Free Trade, which he supposed he meant, was not a 
balance of interests, but merely a dead lock to the Government. He wanted to 
know why such places as Thetford and Harwich should send two members, 
while such boroughs as Manchester, Finsbury, or Westminster sent no more? 
A settlement on such a basis could not be permanent, nor onght it to be so. 
He urged the noble Lord to consider between this and the next stage of the bill 
the propriety of withdrawing the members from those small boroughs he proposed 
to enlarge, and apportioning them to the large constituencies, or to new consti- 
tuencies raised from more populous districts. On thesubject of oaths, he thought 
it would be far better to abolish them altogether, substituting, if necessary, a 
simple declaration.

THE FRENCH ACADEMY. 
MM. DE MONTALEMBERT AND GUIZOT, 
On Thursday week the formal reception of M, de Montalembert, as the suc- 
cessor of the late M. Drozin the French Academy, took place in the salon of 
that learned body at Paris, when the addresses usual on those solemn occasions 
were delivered by the distinguished orator admitted to the jfauteuil and by 
M. Guizot, the President of the Academy. Much interest was created in political 


and literary circles on the occasion, not only on account of the political cir- 
cumstances of the present times in France, but also because of the very dissimi- 
lar, thongh equally eminent, positions of these two celebrated personages 
amongst the existing men of mark in France, M. de Montalembert being a 
strict Catholic and Legitimist, who had, however, on the recent coup a’ééiat of 


| the President of the Republic, given, in the interest of religion and order, his 


immediate adhesion to the new state of things, which adhesion he has since 
seen fit to modify on the appearance of the decrees confiscating the Orleans 
property ; M. Guizot, on the other hand, being a Protestant and a doctrinaire, 
imbued with the philosophic principles of the 18th century, and who has main- 
tained an attitude of perfect neutrality in presence of the existing aspect of 
affairs, and ever since the proclamation ef the Republic in 1848. : 

There was also much curiosity felt among the learned political circles of 
Paris to see whether freedom of discussion, suppressed in every other consti- 
tuted body in the country, would be maintained in the Academy. ‘The result 
has proved that the independence of tue tribune, banished from the Legislature, 
has taken refuge in the Academy, where it is boldly and nebly upheld by the 
magnates of literature. 

The address of M. de Montalembert was commenced and finished in the month 
of September last; and that of M. Guizot was composed at Val-Richer, in the 
Calvados, in the month of October; and neither had been in anywise altered 
previous to their delivery on Thursday week. The ‘orce with which many of 
the passages in both, however, applied to the state of matters introduced by the 
coup d’état of December 2 is so great, that, when sent for publication to the Paris 
papers, many of those obnoxious passages were struck out. The addresses, 
however, were read in their unmutilated state in the Academy, which would 
not submit to the dictation of the censor. 

M. de Montalembert.in his address, which was of considerable length, in 
| giving a sketch of the life and writings of M. Droz, took a rapid review of the 
| history of France from the breaking out of the first revolution to the presen- 
| time—urging and advocating, with felicitous illustration and srgument, the 
| principles and sentiments, political and religious, which he is well knuwn to en- 

tertain—indicating, with tirmness, his predilections for censtitutiona! monarchy 
and for political principles of moderate conservative character ; and justifying 
those predilections by a vivid picture of the horrers inflicted on Fiance by the 
abandonment of those principles and institutions during the tempest of the 
Great Revolution. The ** History of Louis XVI..” by M. Droz, furnished him 
with an ample text for this the larger portion of his address, 

Coming down to the present time, and referring to the ‘* Confessions of a 
Christian Philosopher,” which M. Droz published as an appendix to his 
* Thoughts on Christianity,” M. de Montalembert proceeded to say :— 

“ The revolution of February surprised him at his work. At first tronbled, he 
soon recovered the sang frvid which he termed his long and sad experience of 
revolutions. More than ever turned towards Heaven, he did not shut his heart 
to patriotic hopes. He added to his book some lines which deserve to be quoted: 
—'I had just finished,’ he says, ‘ the recital of my errors and of the benefits of 
Providence to me, when a revolution suddenly broke forth. Age is sapping my 
Strength. I can scarce do wore than raise my hands to Heaven, und I even now 
feelthem heavy. But even to the last sigh, prayers will issue from my heart for 
my country.’ He wished his country should value what he had himself somuch 
felt—* Rel:gion, at all times necessary, is above all indispensable to people who 
are desirous of hberty.’ He names O'Connell, and alludes to the doubts ex- 
pressed by that great Christian on the fate of liberty in France, which he thonght 
for ever hostile to religion. ‘That fatal separation, adds M. Droz, ‘ between 
religion and liberty is the great obstacle whica for sixty years has been oppo-ed 
to the consolidation of liberty mong vs. But to restore us to religion, adversity 
is a means often employed by Providence ; it is addressed to the men who deserve 
to be undeceived. Discouragement would lose all. May contidence in God never 
abandon us!’ These were the last words he intended for the public.” 

“The remainder of his life was devoted exclusively to his family and to you, 
gentlemen. You know better than I with what assiduity he fultilled his duties 
as an Academician. Age and the increasing feebleness of nis health never kept 
him long from you. He saton these benches four days before his death. He 
fell sick on quitting the Academy on Tuesday, and he died on the Saturday 
following, having received the aid and consolations of that religion which he had 
80 courageously preserved. His struggle with death was so mild that even his 
Jast sigh was not heard. A quarter of an hour after he had ceased to live his 
— came as usual to kiss his hand and to request him to pray 

or them. 

“We may all profit by the instruction conveyed by the life and works of this 
worthy man. He will aid us in fulfilling one of the first duties in a nation at- 
tacked by cvil, which is to repudiate in history the ideas which at present me- 
nace its repose andits existence. In order to vanquish and to arrest the Revo- 
lution, it is necessary above all to reject the revolutionary spirit. We cannot 
succeed unless, like M. Droz, we return tothe entire truth. ln politics as well 
as in religion this truth is in Christianity, and it is only there, ince 
the commencement of the world, what progress can be cumpared to 
Christian revelation ? t is the sole basis of social restoration. ‘I: alone 
can raise up,’ to use the language of Bossuet, ‘the senses ied astray.’ The 
idea of authority can only spring from the ideaof God Our enemies are aware 
of this, and adinit it. Let us not be less bold or less reasonable. The question 
is, not to reconstruct the political edifice of a past period, destroyed without 
hope of recovery. The question is, not to raise the dead, but to restere life 
where it has never ceased to exist. The question is, above all, not to indulge in 
the ridiculous pretension to live while imbibing every day the poison wuich 
killed those who have preceded us. The question is, to emancipate the Christian 
principle, and to trust ourselves to the restoring power of truth. 

“ Time presses; alarming sympioms are rising everywhere before our eyes. 
We mast pity those who can believe in an apparent recovery, too quick not to be 
superficial. Those who would mistake the silence of deteat ror conversion—those 
who would suddenly pass from a state of terror to a biind contidence—a confi- 
dence into which we ever relapse—exhibit but one of the forms of the pride 
which is the great malady of our nation and of our period. We live ata time 
infatuated with itself. Our infatuation is only equalled by ourimpotency. For 
1 term impotency a force which is only invincible for destruction, and which ig 
incompetent either to create or to maintain. Now, the great lesson of our days, 
which terrifies while it consoles, is given by the Deity, who confouuds the pride 
and the false wisdom of man. 

“What a humiliation for our overweening disposition is that necessity in 
which we have been placed every day to proclaim, to excite, to defend—what? 
Those first rudiments of social lite which the savage himself does not reject, and 
the names of which, ‘family, property, religion,’ incessantly repeated, fatigue 
our exrs! Those are what are menaced in France in the nineteenth century ! 
Such, then, is the object of that so much boasted progress, that indefinite per- 
fectioning of humanity, that civilisation so proud of itself, that universal prepa- 
gation ot knowledge, that indisputable triumph of reason! It is not what is 

| superfluous that is disputed with us—it is what is necessary. It is not mystery 
which is denied—it isevidence. The faith in God is passed over to make way for 
fanaticism and impossibilities. 

**O you who count on the past, how cruelly have you avenged it! 
| ** In order to escape definitely from the lamentable fate ot which we have ob- 
| tained a glimpse se near us, there is but one course to pursue—that of a decided 

return to the tundamental laws which the Almighty has given as a rule for 
| conscience and for society. The eminent man whose memory we this day do 
| honour to has been the regenerating type of this movement, which may and 

which ought to save us. He has travelled through philosophy, political eco- 
nomy, and politics, to arrive at Christianity. He has substituted the worship of 
truth for that of humanity. He has neither disavowed reason or liberty; but 
he has understood that both one and the other have need of sanction, of restraint, 
| and of support, and that a check is not an impediment. He has succeeded in 
| ascending trom morality to religion, from reason to faith, from philanthropy to 
charity, trom controversy to authority. 

M. de Montalembert concluded with a glowing eulogium on the Academy. 

M. Guizot replied with a high panegyric on the talents and career of M, de 
| Montalembert, and the ability and independence with which he advocated, on 
| tke present occasion, the principles of Constitutional and limited Monar- 
| chical Government. Addressing M. de Montalembert, he said :-— 
| ‘*The more I consider you and your eminent predecessor, the more the 

primitive and continued contrast between the two persons and their respective 
| existence becomes marked before my eyes. But I forget the past, and now 
| only regard the present ; what M. Droz was when he qaitted us, and what 
| you are coming to take his place. The contrast then disappears ; instead 
| of two men so different in their origin and ideas, I see two who resemble each 
| other closely—in religion, two Christians ; in politics, two Conservatives. What 
could have preduced such a result? How has that transformation been accom. 
plished? How happens it that two men, so independent and so sincere. 
after having led so different a life fer so many years, should have 
finally met on equal ground? ‘There are periods which the Al- 
mighty seems to have appointed for such miracles; periods in which, by 
means of extraordinary events, which are his lessons to us, He sheds such a 
| fluod of light on mankind, that, were it not for our frivolous recklessness and 
| Our proud obstinacy, every intellect would be illumined and subdued. We 
have lived, and we now live, in one of those solemn epochs. Under God, and 
Next to itvelf, it is to the monarchy and to the Christian Church that France is 
indebted for her civilisation. The Deity marks out the place of nations in the 
life of humanity, and presides over their destiny. Under his rule it is by their 
| own efforts, their intelligence, and their energy, displayed for centuries, that 
they increase and prosper. In glory or in misfortune, they themselves ever 
perform the first part in their history. But, in addition to what uley owe to 
| Divine protection and to their own acts, certain intuences ever rise among 
j mations to direct and assist them—certain institutions which form their 
| principal means of force, durability, prosperity, and grandeur. The 





Monarchy and the Christian Church have held that place in the 
history of France. The moral and political lite of our country has, 
for fitteen centuries, attached itsvif to those two institutions, to those two influ. 
ences, as to itscentre. it is an easy task to discover and to point out the im. 
pertections into which those institutions have fallen, and the faults they have 
committed. But to dwell intensely on that subject is, after all, a superficial 
and a fallacious labour. All human institutions are imperfect—all human power 
is defective. It becomes @ necessity and a duty to acknowledge that weak nesa

The French Chureh has two repliesto make to those whotoo 
severely reproach it with a laxity of morals anda mundane spirit. It sup- 
ported unexampled adversity with heroic courage and devotedness; and as soon 
as the ground became somewhat firm it rose again from its ruins, and in 3 few 
years ithas restored to Christian Franceaclergy worthy of its respect. A 
church which gave for @ quarter of a century so many pious martyrs to the 
scaffold, and so many holy priests to the altar, was certain y not infected with 
an incurable disease, nor had it fallen into certain decay. I donot wish to 
disclose the entire truth. I have no desire to recal hideous and afflicting re- 
collections. I wish not to excite the bursts of indignation and of pity, which, 
thank Heaven, are always called forth by the simple mention of the uncon- 
trolled passion for crime and the last extremity of misfortune. I 
shall only allude to one single great fact of our past revolution in its calm and 
naked simplicity. On one side I place all the services which the Christian 
Church and the Monarchy rendered to France during fifteen centuries, and what 
King Louis XVI. and the Church of France really were at the commencement o 
our revolution. I place, on the other hand, what the revolution has made of the 
Monarchy, of the Church, of Louis XVI., and of the Christian clergy. Who can

hold the scales, and not acknowledge with profeund grief, that, treating as it 
has treated the Monarchy and the Church, Louis XVI. and the Christian clergy, 
the revolution trampled under foot justice and common sense, moral and poli- 
tical right; that it was at the same time ungrateful and iniquitous; that it 
violated and outraged the eternal laws of God and the vital conditions of society, 
and all the noble instincts of that very people in whose name it was accomplished ? 
The lesson derived from what is passing before our eyes, our own experience 
the hand of God made manifest in the destinies and the actions of men—your 
hon. predecessor, sir, heard and comprehended them ; and, therefore, he wrote 
the ‘ History of Louis XVI.,’ and he died a Christian.”

The cabins are arranged so as to give excellent accommodation to a 
her officers, and are built of handsome mahogany and wainscot oak 
French-polished.

ST. MARY’S CHURCH, BARNES, SURREY. 


Tars small and picturesque Church, one of the most ancient ecclesiastical 
edifices in the neighbourhood of the metropolis, supposed to have been 
erected about the close of the twelfth century, was re-opened on Sunday 
week, after undergoing extensive repairs and enlargement. 

The accompanying View shows the interior of the south aisle and 
chancel restored to their former primitive character. During the pro- 
gress of the works there was discovered a triple lancet window in the 
east wall of the chancel, it having been filled up and plastered over. 
The centre opening had not been originally of the length of the two side 
ones, but has now been cut down to the level of the others. It was 
also discovered that the roof, as seen in the View, west of the chancel 
arch, was constructed in a semi-hexagonal form ef oak timbers, 
moulded on the inner edges, but which was wholly obscured by plaster- 
ing and whitewashing. This roof has been repaired, scraped, and var- 
nished, and with much care restored, together with other features of the 
ancient part of the fabric. 

The northern aisle is entirely new and capacious, and has a gallery 
over the same, extending also over the west end of theChurch. The 
style here adopted is the perpendicular, as being in accordance with the 
date of the old west tower; the discovery of the lancet windows not 
having been made until the works were too much advanced to admit of 
following out that style. This will account for the anomalous effect of 
the eastern elevation, as presenting the two styles in the same frontage. 

The enlargement and restoration of the Church has been effected by 
private subscription—from the design and under the superintendence 
of Mr. George Legg, architect, Queen-square, Bloomsbury. The triple 
window of the chancel has been filled with rich stained glass by Mr. 
phones and other windows by Mr. Powell, from the contributions of

THE HON. JOHN MORPHETT, 
FIRST SPEAKER OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 
THE meeting of the first Legislative Assembly marks an epoch in the 
history of the important colony of South Australia; and the election of 
Mr. John Morphett to be the first Speaker is an event of no small signi- 
ficance in regard to the state and prospects of the settlement. 





THE HON, JOUN MORPIETT, FIRST SPEAKER OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


John Morphett derives his descent from a Kentish family, and was 
born in England in 1809. Although of an energetic temperament, it 
became evident, as life advanced, that the warmer climates with which 
travelling had made him acquainted besc suited his constitution, and 
he fortunately selected for his home that region which has proved to 
possess the finest climate in the world. He had, indeed, been attracted 





towards the settlement by the lively interest which he, as well as several of 
his friends and relatives, took in the system on which the colony was 
founded, and which has rendered it the best imitation of English society 
yet offered in any of our colonies—sound English society, with an active 
prosperity in every class, and a lovely climate overall. The first Go- 
vernor and his party arrived on the shores of Gulf St. Vincent in 
February, 1836, and among that party was Mr. Morphett. His intelli- 
gence contributed greatly to the example which the educated settlers 
gave to their companions of assiduity and judgment in forming the set- 
tiement; his enterprise set the example which has encouraged South 
Australia to supply England with wool of the finest quality, and with 
wheat unsurpassed in the British market; while its products already 
rival the south of Europe in wines and fruits, rendering it a kind of 
England on the Mediterranean. Selected as a non-official member of 
the Governor’s Council, he distinguished himself for his sagacity and 
his independent devotion to the interests of the colony. 

On the carrying out of the Constitution recently granted under Earl 
Grey’s act—which makes the Assembly a House of Lords and a House 
of Commons sitting in one chamber—Mr. Morphett was offered a seat 
by more than one district of the colony; but he was nominated by the 
Governor as a Crown member. It was to have been anticipated that 
the old disputes between the Government and the colonists would have 
made the majority in the Assembly choose a Speaker from among the 
elected members ; but when the day came for the choice, on the 20th of 
August last, it fell unanimously on the Hon. John Morphett. This act 
of the legislative body not only proves the personal and well-merited 
confidence in Mr. Morphett’s character, but also it shows that the breach 
between the colonists andthe Government has been removed, and it

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signifies that henceforward parties are prepared to act together for the ! 
welfare of their country. 
Mr. Speaker Morphett is a strong advocate for the connexion with the 
mother country, which many able men in the Australian colonies are 
doing their best to weaken. One source of discontent is the non-recog- 
nition inthis country of colonial station, official or social. The loyal 
Jobn Morphett himself, for instance, would here be stripped of his 
“ Honourable ’ style and title, if he visited his native land. It is not 
only individuals that feel this disparagement; whole communities 
feel insulted by the slight to their representatives. How easily might a 
little just courtesy and attention correct that feeling and cement the 
connexion by fostering the natural affection and pride which all celo- 
nists are disposed to feelin their parent land! No step could more 
strengthen that affectionate pride than the crowning of colonial worth 
and dignity by their full recognition in the British metropolis. 





TRIUMPHAL ARCH AT HOBART TOWN. 


Amipst the discontent which, unfortunately, so often characterises intelligence 
from our colonies, it is gratifying to record a very marked testimony to the popu- 
larity of the Governor of Vand Diemen’s Land, which manifested itself at Ho- 
bart Town on the 26th of August last, in the erection of an Arch of Welcome 
to his Excellency—‘a welcome,” says the Hobart Town Advertiser, “ unprece- 
deuted in the Australian colonies.” The streets were filled with spectators; and 
foremost among the commemorations in Elizabeth-street was the Triumpha! 
Arch we have engraved—a very effective structure, adorned with emblems of 
the various prodncts of the colony. The design, by James Thomson, consisted of 
a centre arch, flanked by two smaller arches, externally filled in with evergreens, 
and the interior decorated with flags of all nations. The side supports of the 
central arch were the jaws of a whale, with bales of wool for bases, emblematic 
of the staple resources of the colony. On tha top of the arch were sheaves of 
wheat, a third staple of the island; while the Royal standard of Great Britain 
floated over the whole. The smaller arches were surmounted with bales of 
wool, and the French and American flags. On the centre arch was the word 
“ Welcome,” surrounded with roses, and underneath, on a Roman banner, 
were emblazoned the arms of his Excellency, and the legend, “* Presented to 
his Excellency Sir W. T. Denison, with an address, by the inhabitants of Hobart 
Town, August 25, 1851.” On the centre of the small arches was “ V. R.” in 
Variegated letters. 

The Governor entered the town in grand procession, and on his arrival at the 
Arch ay presented with an address of congratulation, to which his Excellency 
replied. 


SPAIN.—THE ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF 
QUEEN ISABELLA. 
THE attempt on the life of the Queen of Spain, which we briefly noticed by 
telegraphic dispatch last week, as having been made on the 2d instant, has not 
proved so daigerous as was at first apprehended. The 2d was the day fixed for 
a grand State procession of the Queen and Court from the Palaze to the Church 
of “Our Lady of Atocha,” at the furtherend of Madrid, for the purpose of 


her Majesty returning thanks in public for her safe delivery, on the recent oc- | 


casion of the birth of a Royal Princess. The assassin was an old friar, sixty- 
three years of age, named Martin Merino y Gomez, of bad moral character, who 
had at his own request been secularised so far back as the year 1821, and who 
Was well-known as an advocate of extreme Revolutionary doctrines. He was 
a native of Arnedo, province of Logrono, in the Rio,a, and was consin to the 
friar of the same name who was infamously conspicuous in the late civil wars in 
Spain for his sanguinary ferocity. 

The hour for the commencement of the Royal festival (fiestas Reales), as the 
pageant was denominated, had been announced in the Oficial Gazette to be 
half-past one o’clock P.M. on the 2d inst.; and, asthe day was very fine andthe 
sun shining brightly, almost all the population of Madrid was out of doors. 
The streets through which the Royal procession was to pass were lined with 
troops, and the honses throughont tne line were dressed out with the gayest 
coloured silks, velvets, &c. The balconies were thronged with spectators, an 
immense crowd assembled at all poiats long before the appointed time, and 
people waited with great patience till about three p.m., when the troops began 
to move off and take up different positions, and a rumour was soon spread 
that something had occurred at the palace, and that the visit to Atocha would 
not take place. The news of the treasonable attempt soon spread throngh the 
city, and the indignation of all against the cowardly assassin was violent in the 
extreme. 

The numerous accounts of the affair vary in some slight particulars. The Queen, 
who had not made her appearance abroad since the birth of the Princess, was to 
leave the palace shortly before two o’clock, accompanied by the King and the 
high functionaries of the court. Her Majesty had just heard the mass of child- 
birth (mesa de perida) in the Chapel Royal, and was proceediag along the gal- 
lery towards the great staircase, when ber progress was arrested by Merino, who, 
being dressed in clerical attire, and being, as was supposed, about to present a 
memorial, met with no obstacle from those around. He immediately struck at 
the Queen with a dagger, which grazed her arm and entered her right side, 
penetrating through several folds of her mantle of velvet and gold, and cutting 
through the stays, the whalebone of which diminished the effect of the blow, 
which it is now understood has not injured any vital organ the tear was that the 
liver had been wounded. The assassin at the moment of striking exclaimed, 
“ Toma, ya tienes bastante” (Take it: you have now got enough)! Tae Queen’s 
first thought was for her child. “Mi nina!” she exclaimed: * Que ciaden 4 
Isabel” (My child!—let them take care of Isabel)! There was a moment of 
confusion. The King-Consort drew his sword. One of the Royal halberdiers 
struck down the assassin, who let fall the dagger, and was secured by the Duke 
of Tamames and other members of the Royal suite. The Qnreen leant against 
the wall of the gallery, her hand pressed against her side, which was coveréd 
with blood. The King and the other members of the Royal family rashed to 
support her. She was instantly carried to her apartment, when she swooned, 
and remained in the faint for a quarter of an hour. The whole scene passed 
Very quickly. 

Another account says that the moment when the Queen extended her hand 
towards Merino, meaning to receive the petition that she supposed he wished to 
present, he seized her hand with his left, and stabbed her with his right. The 
Queen instantly uttered a shriek so piercing that it was heard from one extremity 
of the palace to the other. The poignard had bzen so vigorously and surely 
directed that it went throagh the thick velvet dress, the under garments, and 
the stays, and entered the body of the Queen above the groin, and beneath the 
last rib on the right side. Count Pino-Hermoso, who rushed up in time to parry 
@ second blow, had his fingers almost cut off. The Princess Royal was between 
her Majesty and the King, carried on acnshion by the Marchiuness de Povar. 
On hearing the Queen’s cry, this lady’s nerves failed her, the Royal infant slipped 
off the cushion and fell tothe ground! The nurse who toliowed was pressed 
upoa by the crowd, and sank down in a corner in a fainting fit. When tue 
Queen, after being carried to her room, askei for tier child, itis said tact no- 
body about her knew where the infant was, and that it was afterwards found ia 
the galiery in the arms of a halberdier, who hai picked the pvor thing up. Tne 
public mind in Madrid is in the greatest alarm. The extraordinary shriek of tie 
Queen, which was heard by so many, led at first to the belief taat there must 
be some organic injary ; but the latest accounts represent her Majesty as 
nearly recovered, the wound being hesled,and the fever consequent on the 
shock abated. Oa recovering from her swoon, the Queen said, * Que no lo maten 
por micausa” (Don >t let them kill him on ray account). 

During the fever which supervened the Queen appeared to suffer mental'y 
from the impression of fright and terror which the ierocious countenance o! 
Merino at tue moment of theattack produced upon her. On the moruing of 
Thursday (the 5th), when the tever began to abate, a smile for the first time | 
‘Was perceived on the lips of her Majesty. She then took in her arms tue Prin- | 
cess Royal, and fondly embraced her. 

The King, on whom the scene witnessed on the 2d had caused a strong effect, 
was bledon tle 5th. The Queen Mother Maria Christina remained by the bed- 
side of her daughter until she was out of danger. 

The weapon with which the wound was inflicted was a poignard of Albacete 
Taanufacture, with white horn handle and iron sheath. Albacete is the Shef- 
field of Spain. The knife made there is the national weapon, which Spaniaras 
koow how to use with fatal precision. The manufacturers there nave worked 
for many centnries upon the same pattern, originaliy taken from the Moors. 
They often scratch rudely in Arabic characters on the blade, without in the least 
understanding its meaning, the following motto, ‘* With tha help of Allah, | 
hope to kill my enemy.” 

The Ministers were all at the church of Atocha, waiting the arrival of their 
Majesties and the Koyal family, when the event happened; but they proceedeu 
to the palace as soon as they received information of it, and eld a council in 
the Foreign-office (which is in the palace), where they passed the night. [hie 
Pre-ident of the Council and Minister of Justice interrogated the wou:d-be regi- 
cide previous to sending him off to the Saladero prison. The news of the attempt 
was despatclied by telegraph immediately to ail parts of the country, in order to | 
prevent erroneous and mischievous reports fromm being circulated. The whole 
diplomatic corps, grandees, senators, and deputies, judges, generals, and, ia 

short, all the notabilities of Madrid, i diately pr ied to the palace to in- 
quire afcer her Majesty ; and, during the two or three subsequent days, addresses 
of condolence, expressing indignation at the cowardly attempt against the 
Queen’s life, were presented by the Chambers of Peers and of Deputies, the per- 
manent deputation of grandees, the corporation of Madrid, the clergy, &c. 

Mer:no was & man of tall stature and dark complexion, bald, and with some 
Z airs. There was nothing remarkable in his physiognomy. He looked 
eigSt or nine years younger than he really was. On being taken to the prison 
of Saladefo he sat down with a brutal indifference near a stove, and with great 
coolness asked if the Queen was dead: and when told she was not, he expressed 
surprise, and\gaid he had hit her hard enough. A great number of personages 
went to the prison to see him; among them the Archbishop of Toledo, whom 
he treated withthe greatest disdain. The Abbé dela Granja calied him an un- 

worthy prie:t, and he replied in insulting terms. He was also very abusive to 
others, but bisgeneral manner was that of a cold eynical sneer. There are 
Sl iste revolute accounts about hin.

active dutivs as a priest. “Ile belongs (says this journal) to the category of 
ecclesiastics who were admitted into orders at a period which coincides with the 


course, and obliged to return to the life of laymen, and even to become soldiers ; 
as, for instance, the notorious Merino, the namesake of the wretch who has just 
been guilty of so great acrime. It so happened that the heads of some of these 
displaced ecclesiastics became embroiled in the strangest manner. Attachment 
to the Catholic faith, devotion to the country, menaced in the way it was, became 
confounded with the philosophical and revolutionary doctrines that have worked 
their way into Spain. Martin Merino appears to have been one of those in 
whose minds revelutionary doctrines ultimately gained the ascendancy over 
Christian faith. Fora long time he has only been a priest inname. In 1822, 
yielding to domagogical doctrines, he became compromis:d in a design to assas- 
sinate Ferdinand, and was arrested and thrown into prison.” 

The following parti-ulars of the wretched man’s career are collected from 
various sources :—He had been in the early part of his life a Franciscan friar of 
the reformed order of St. Diego. The poverty of his order and the restraints of 
the cloister were not, however, to his taste, and in 1821 he demanded and ob- 
tained the privilege of secularisation. It is stated that at that period he gave 
repeated proofs 0: political fanaticism ; was an eraltado; and it is added that in 
that epoch of great political excitement in Spain he went so far as to present 
himself before Ferdinand, a pistol ora poignard in oue hand, and the Constitation 
of Cadiz in ths other. When the Duke d’Angouléme eutered Spain iu 1823, 
Merino emigrated to France, where after some time he succeeded in obtaining 
employment as an ecclesiastic ina country parish, and occupied his leisure 
hours in giving lessons in Spanish. It was remarked that he svon acquired & 
sum of money much mere considerable than he could have earned in the exer- 
cise of a legitimate occupation. Merino did not avail himself of the amnesty of 
the Queen Regent in 1832; he did not return to Spain until 1841. Shortly af- 
terwards he was appointed chaplain in the parish of Sin Sebastian, in Madrid, 
and was transferred to that of San Milan in Iis44. His conduct during 
@ portion of that period was not exemplary. Tne funds he had 
acquired in France he lent at an exorbitant rate of interest to the de- 
stitute friars: and the interest he required was always in proportion to the 
wants of the applicants, whose miserable pittance, as compensation for what 
they had lost, was badly and irregularly paid by theGovernment. His usurious 
practices drew on him the censure of his superiors, aud he was removed to 
another parish, In his character he wa~ morose, unsocial, intolerant, irritable, 
a lover of dispnte, and violent. His erudition was principally derived from the 
works of the French philosophers of the eighteenth century ; ani his ideas of 
morality were much of the same kind as those of the pour ecclesiastics in France 
who have recently adopted Socialist principies. Ali those qualities combined 
deprived him of sympathy with any of those who happened to come into contact 
wit him. For the last two or three years Merino was a daily frequenter of the 
reading-room iu Madrid known as the Gabinete de lectura de San Felipe, where 
he used to remain nearly the whole of the dy poring over the French news- 
papers. His manner since the coup d'état in P..ris of the 24 of December was 
particulariy remarked by those who were in the habit ot guing to the same 
place. His aspect was of a more forbidding cast. He seldom spoke to any one, 
though he often muttered imprecations to himself; and the words that occa- 
sionally escaped him gave indications of a mind that was brooding over some 
criminai project. 

Tse assassin was put to death on Saturday list. According to the Spanish 
constitution all attempts on the life of the Sovereign are brought for trial before 
the Senate; but the present atrocity was considered too great to admit of the 
honour of a trial by the Senate being accorded to Merino, and he was accor- 
dingly tried by the inferior courts and sentenced to death. He was executed at 
one o'clock on Saturday by the garote vil (strangu'ation), outside the Gate 
Toledo, the ordinary place of execution in Madrid, in presence of a great multi- 
tude. Previous to the execution he was turmally degraded from the rank of 
the priesthood. This portion of his sentence Merino underwent on the morning 
of the 5th. On one of the balconies of the prison of Saladero, where he was 
confined, and which had been prepared for the purpose, the Bishop of Majorca, 
proceeded, in presence of an immense wultirude,to strint the criminal of his 
clerical vestments, aud remove his tonsure. The jndge, present at this part of 
the execution, told Merimo that, from that moment, he might consider himself to 
be in capi‘la. Until then, the regicide had preserved a certain serenity, or rather 
an extraordinary in:olence, constantly repea*ing that he had no other view in 
striking the Queen than to render service to humanity. The puysicians who exa- 
mined him declared that he had the perfect enjoyment of his mental faculties. 
The momeut tuat selemn communication was made to him by the judge, his 
attitude changed, and he appeared downcast.

AUGMENTATION oF THE ArmMy.—The following seven dépéts (the 
service companies are at the Cape) are to be increased 150 each, viz. dépits 
2d, 6th. 43d, 2nd battalion 60th, 734, 74th, and Ist battalion R.fie Brigade. 
The dépéts of the 15th reziment (service companies at Ceylon) and of the 
59th (service companies at Hong Kong) are as already intimated, to be re- 
duced 100 men each, and in fnture will be 300 instead of 400. Thus all the 
above nine regiments are to be divided as foliows:—Service cumpanics, 600; 
dépét companies, 300: total, 900. In all other respects the augmentation will, 
we believe, ba effected as we have riready explained. — 

Miura Srarr.—A circular letter, dated Whitehall, 31st ult., has 
been received by the Lords Lieutenants of counties, stating that her Majesty 
has been pleased to command that an inspection of the permanent staff of the

Novet anp Destructive RirLe.—Experiments were made during 
the week in the metropolis with a new rifle, invented by an American of the 
name of Jones, which fires 25 distinct shots with one loading The rifle has the 
appearance of an ordinary double-barrelled gun, with the exception that the 
barrels ure placed one above the other, and the iower barrel is rather shorter 
than the upper. In the jJower barrel are placed 25 bullets of a conical shape, 
each about an inch in length. The upper part of these bullets 1s charged with 
powder, and by a slight movement ot a small lever they sre trought into the 
upper barrel one after the other, as the previons one is discharged tromit. In 
the stock there is a small box for holding a numoper of detouvating pills, quite on 
the homeopathic principle, which one by one fall under the hammer of the 
trigger, and do the duty of the ordinary cupper caps. Ihe operator discharged 
his gun 25 times in about a minute, and he stated that he can load aud reluad 
his gun and fire it 125 times in Jess than five minutes. The gun has been sub- 
mitted to, and is under the consideration of, the Board of Ordnance.

BRITISH INSTITUTION.—WORKS OF LIVING 
ARTISTS. 


Tue Exhibition of Works of Living Artists was opened to the public on 
Monday. Viewing the collection as a whole, it is highly creditable to 
the arts of the country. A very large proportion of the works exhi- 
bited are landscapes, a school peculiarly English, and one in which, 
guided by educated fancy and a proper amount of the inventive faculty, 
native talent might, perhaps, do more than in apy other to improve the 
public taste and incuicate a love of the pictorial art. We are not with- 
out apprehension, however, that the very facilities which our rural 
scenery presents—being pictures in themselves, pictures endowed with a 
poetry all their own—scenes of comfortable homesteads and verdant 
lanes, endeared to all by domestic associationa—we fear, we say, 
that, led away by the familiarity of such scenes and the faeility 
of copying them, eur landscape painters do not sufficiently strive 
to enrich them with all the glorious attributes and effects of which 
they are capable, and with which, in fact, they are all invested in their 
season. Shady lanes are good and refreshing ; green fields are good and 
beautiful; and purling streams silently meandering through plain or 
mead, or dashing noisily over stony ways, or struggling through tangled 
copse—all these are good and true, and speak cf the British Isle in its 
most beautiful development. But shady lanes are nought, if there be no 
hot sunshine to shade away ; green fields are nouzht,if there be no golden 
sun toillumine and invigoratethe atmosphere ; streams sparkle coldly ifno 
sun ray dance upon their surface, and elevate the soul trom contemplation 
of the sequestered dell through which they steal, to the bright broad firma- 
ment which is the life of the wider world without. The difficulty of 
combining, within the scope of a single landscape, the coolness of shady 
groves with the warmth of the life-giving sun—of blending in one picture 
the whole world of life which results irom a due adjustment of these 
two antagonistic principles, is undoubtedly great ; but it is a difficulty 
which must be surmounted by those who would illustrate the art of 
landscape-painting in its highest walks. Titian did it often; Rubens, 
also, most magnificently—witness his glorious landscape in our Na 
tional Gallery; also our own Gainsborough, the prince of British land- 
scape-painters. 

What we have to complain of in our landscape-painters of the pre- 
sent day is, that they will not qualify the more ostensible or predomi- 
nating tendencies of the subject selected by those means which are 
legitimately at their command; and that consequently they present, not 
a broad, general, wholesome picture of nature, but an exceptional or 
one-sided view. Descending to a lower branch of art—that of portrait- 
painting—is not the peculiar talent of the artist shown, in his seizing 
upon the happiest expression of his subject, and investing it with those 
circumstances of light and shade and attribute which may best suit 
and illustrate its character? And if this be the case in portraiture, 
why not in landscape-painting ? why not, except that the natural oppor- 
tunities in the latter are greater than in the former, and capable of a 
far wider diversity of treatment—aivantages which none but a highly 
inspired hand and poetic judgment can turn to the very best account. 

To close these general observations for the preseat, we remark that, 
as itis easier to paint green trees and dark waterways under the in- 
fluence of a grey sky, than to gild their varied beauties with the rays 
of the great orb of day, and revel im all the varied hues and 
effects which would result from such a combination. The landscapes 
ordinarily presented to us on these occasions are chiefly cool in tone, 
not to say sometimes absolutely chilly ; whilst in the case of the few 
exceptions where the sun is permitted to appear, he is made to rule 
as sole lord of the ascendant, without any attempt to qualify the tone 
of the picture by the introduction of foliage or shade, which are just as 
essential elements as sunlight in landscape ecenery. Thus, in either case, 
is nature robbed of half her attributes, and art of much more than half 
its legitimate effect. 

Creawick has two pictures, or rather a picture and a half. The 
“Road by the River-side ” (No. 9) is entirely his own, and fully worthy of 
his well-earned fame. Ilere we have a romantic spot where the moun 
tain stream wells its way through moss-grown rocks, dark and trana- 
pareut in the middle recesses, and avon dashing boldly over, iu a sort of 
miniature Cataract, at the very base of the picture. The * Drover’s 
Halt” is a landscape of a more domestic character, in which the drover. 
with his sheep and his white pony, are admirably introduced by 
Ansdell. This clever animal painter has another piece all his 
own, ** The Common” (No. 73), @ wild outlying spot in a sheep-walk, 
where & group of sheep and rams are looking out across the moor 
towards the point wke:e the shepherd is seen approaching with some 
stray members of the flock. The woolly coats of the animals are 
achieved with wonderful truthfulness, and their general character well 
preserved, 

F. R. Lee has two pictures, one of which, the “ River Teign, Devon” 
(No, 25), presents a rich luxuriance of foliage, the somewhat opaque 
effect of which might have been happily relieved by the introdaction of 
a few rays of sunlight. 

Sir E. Landseer contributes a picture of wide dimensions—7 ft. 
10 in. by 4 ft. Lin.—" A Deer Pass,” with a group of deer perebed on a 
perilous pinnacle overhanging a yawning abyss ;— 

Tam monarch of al! I survey, 
My right there is none dare dispute, 





The animals in their treatment exhibit all the characteristic intelligence 
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signifies that henceforward parties are prepared to act together for the 
welfare of their country. 

Mr. Speaker Morphett is a strong advocate for the connexion with the 
mother country, which many able men in the Australian colonies are 
doing their best to weaken. One source of discontent is the non-recog- 
nition in this country of colonial station, official or social. The loyal 
John Morphett himself, for instance, would here be stripped of his 
“ Honourable’ style and title, if he visited his native land. It is not 
only individuals that feel this disparagement; whole communities 
feel insulted by the slight to their representatives. How easily might a 
little just courtesy and attention correct that feeling and cement the 
connexion by fostering the natural affection and pride which all colo- 
nists are disposed to feelin their parent land! No step could more 
strengthen that affectionate pride than the crowning of colonial worth 
and dignity by their full recognition in the British metropolis. 





TRIUMPHAL ARCH AT HOBART TOWN. 


Amipst the discontent which, unfortunately, so often characterises intelligence 
from our colonies, it is gratifying to record a very marked testimony to the popu- 
larity of the Governor of Vand Diemen’s Land, which manifested itself at Ho- 
bart Town on the 26th of August last, in the erection of an Arch of Welcome 
to his Excellency—‘*a welcome,” says the Hobart Town Advertiser, “ unprece- 
dented in the Australian colonies.” The streets were filled with spectators; and 
foremost among the commemorations in Elizabeth-street was the Triumphal 
Arch we have engraved—a very effective structure, adorned with emblems of 
the various prodincts of the colony. The design, by James Thomson, consisted of 
a centre arch, flanked by two smaller arches, externally filled in with evergreens, 
and the interior decorated with flags of all nations. The side supports of the 
central arch were the jaws of a whale, with bales of wool for bases, emblematic 
of the staple resources of the colony. On tha top of the arch were sheaves of 
wheat, a third staple of the island; while the Royal standard of Great Britain 
floated over the whole. The smaller arches were surmounted with bales of 
wool, and the French and American flags. On the centre arch was the word 
“ Welcome,” surrounded with roses, and underneath, on a Roman banner, 
were emblazoned the arms of iis Excellency, and the legend, ** Presented to 
his Excellency Sir W. T. Denison, with an address, by the inhabitants of Hobart 
Town, August 25, 1851.” On the centre of the small arches was “ V. R.” in 
variegated letters. 

The Governor entered the town in grand procession, and on his arrival at the 
Arch _ presented with an address of congratulation, to which his Excellency 
replied. 


SPAIN.—THE ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF 
QUEEN ISABELLA, 

THE attempt on the life of the Queen of Spain, which we briefly noticed by 
telegraphic dispatch last week, as having been made on the 2d instant, has not 
proved so daigerous as was at first apprehended. The 2d was the day fixed for 
a@ grand State procession of the Queen and Court from the Palaze to the Church 
of “ar Lady of Atocha,” at the further end of Madrid, for the purpose of 
hor Majesty returning thanks in public for her safe delivery, on the recent oc- 
casion of the birth of a Royal Princess. The assassin was an old friar, sixty- 
three years of age, named Martin Merino y Gomez, of bad moral character, who 
had at his own request been secularised so far back as the year 1821, and who 
was well-known as an advocate of extreme Revolutionary doctrines. He was 
a native of Arnedo, province of Logrono, in the Rio,a, and was cousin to the 
friar of the same name who was infamously conspicuous in the late civil wars in 
Spain for his sanguinary ferocity. 

The hour for the commencement of the Royal festival (fiestas Reales), as the 
p was d inated, had been announced in the Official Gazette to be 
half-past one o’clock P.M. on the 2d inst.; and, asthe day was very fine andthe 
sun shining brightly, almost all the population of Madrid was out of doors. 
The streets through which the Royal procession was to pass were lined with 
troops, and the honses throughont tne line were dressed out with the gayest 
coleured silks, velvets, &c. The balconies were thronged with spectators, an 
immense crowd assembled at all points long before the appointed time, and 
people waited with great patience till about three p.m., when the troops began 

to move off and take up different positions, and a rumour was soon spread 
that something had occurred at the palace, and that the visit to Atocha would 
not take place. The news of the treasonable attempt soon spread throngh the 
city, and the indignation of all against the cowardly assassin was violent in the 
extreme. 

The numerous accounts of the affair vary in some slight particulars. The Queen, 
who had not made her appearance abroad since the birth of the Princess, was to 
leave the palace shortly before two o’clock, accompanied by the King and the 
high functionaries of the court. Her Majesty had just heard the mass of child- 
birth (mesa de perida) in the Chapel Royal, and was proceediog along the gal- 
lery towards the great staircase, when ber progress was arrested by Merino, who, 
being dressed in clerical attire, and being, as was supposed, about to present a 
memorial, met with no obstacle from those around. He immediately struck at 
the Queen with a dagger, which grazed her arm and entered her right side, 
penetrating through several folds of her mantle of velvet and gold, and cutting 
through the stays, the whalebone of which diminished the effect of the blow, 
which it is now understood has not injured any vital organ the fear was that the 
liver had been wounded. The assassin at the moment of striking exclaimed, 
“Toma, ya tienes bastante” (Take it: you have now got enough)! Tae Queen’s 
first thought was for her child. “Mi nina!” she exclaimed: * Que ciuden 4 
Isabel” (My child !—let them take care of Isabel)! There was a moment of 
confusion. The King-Consort drew his sword. One of the Royal halberdiers 
struck down the assassin, who let fall the dagger, and was secured by the Duke 
of Tamames and other members of the Royal suite. The Qnreen leant aganst 
the wall of the gallery, her hand pressed against her side, which was coveréd 
with blood. The King and the other members of the Royal family rashed to 
support her. She was instantly carried to her apartment, when she swooned, 
and remained in the faint for a quarter of an hour. The whole scene passed 
Very quickly. 

Another account says that the moment when the Queen extended her hand 
towards Merino, meaning to receive the petition that she supposed he wished to 
present, he seized her hand with his left, and stabbed her with his right. The 
Queen instantly uttered a shriek so piercing that it was heard from one extremity 
Of the palace to the other. The poignard had been so vigorously and surely 
directed that it went throogh the thick velvet dress, the under garments, and 
the stays, and entered the body of the Queen above the groin, and beneath the 
last rib on the right side. Count Pino-Hermoso, who rushed up in time to parry 
a second blow, had his fingers almost cut off. The Princess Royal was between 
her Majesty and the King, carned on a cushion by the Marchioness de Povar. 
On hearing the Queen’s cry, this lady’s nerves failed her, the Royal infant slipped 
off the cushion and fell tothe ground! Tie nurse who toliowed was pressed 
upon by the crowd, and sank down in a corner in a fainting fit. When tue 
Queen, after being carried to her room, askei for ter child, itis said taat ro- 
body about her knew where tha infant was, and that it was afterwards found ia 
the gallery in the arms ofa halberdier, who had picked the por thing up. Tne 
public mind in Madrid is in the greatest alarm. The extraordmary shriek of tie 
Queen, which was heard by so many, led at first to the belief taat there must 
be some organic injary ; but the latest accounts represent her Majesty as 
nearly recovered, the wound being healed,and the fever consequent on the 
shock abated. On recovering from her swoon, the Queen said, * Que no lo maten 
por micausa” (Do n>t let them kill him on ray account). 

During the fever which supervened the Queen appeared to suffer mentally 
from the impression of fright and terror which the ierocious countenance o! 
Merino at tue moment of the attack produced upon her. On the morning of 
Thursday (the 5th), when the fever began to abate, a smile for the first time 
‘Was perceived on the lips of her Majesty. She then tookin her arms tue Prin- 
cess Royal, and fondly embraced her. 

The King, on whom the scene witnessed on the 2d had caused a strong effect, 
was bledon the 5th. The Queen Mother Maria Christina remained by the bed- 
side of her daughter until she was out of danger. 

The weapon with which the wound was inflicted was a poignard of Albacete 
Yaanufacture, with white horn handle and iron sheath. Albacete is the Shef- 
field of Spain. The knife made there is the national weapon, which Spaniards 
know how to use with fatal precisi The facturers there bave worked 
for many centnries upon the same pattern, originally taken from the Moors. 
They often scratch rudely in Arabic characters on the blade, without in the least 
understanding its meaning, the following motto, ‘“* With ths help of Allah, I 
hope to kill my enemy.” 

The Ministers were all at the church of Atocha, waiting the arrival of their 
Majesties and the Royal family, when the event happened; but they proceeded 
to the palace as soon as they received information of it, and held a council in 
the Foreign-office (which is in the palace), where they passed the night. The 
Pre-ident of the Council and Minister of Justice interrogated the wou:d-be regi- 
cide previous to sending him off to the Saladero prison. ‘he news of the attempt 
Was despatched by telegraph immediately to ail parts of the country, in order te 
preveut erroneous and mischievous reports from being circulated. ‘The whole 
diplomatic corps, grandees, senators, and deputies, judges, generals, and, ia 
short, all the notabilities »f Madrid, i diately pr ded to the palace to in- 
quire after her Majesty ; and, duriug the two or three subsequent days, addresses 
of condolence, expressiug indignation at the cowardly attempt against the 
Queen's life, were presented by the Chambers of Peers and of Deputies, the per- 
manent deputation of grandees, the corporation of Madrid, the clergy, &c. 

Merino was @ man of tall stature and dark complexion, bald, and with some 
# airs. There was nothing remarkable in his physiognomy. He looked 
eigSt.or nine years younger than he really was. On being taken to the prison 
of Saladefo he sat down with a brutal indifference near a stove, and with great 
coolness asked if the Queen was dead: and when told she was not, he expressed 
surprise, and'gaid he had hit her hard enough. A great number of personages 
went to the prison to see him; among them the Archbishop of Toledo, whom 
he treated withithe greatest disdain. The Abbé dela Granja called him an un- 
worthy priest, and he replied in insulting terms. He was also very abusive to 
others, but hisgeneral manner was that of a cold cynical sneer. There are 
bot contradictory accounts about htm. The Zspana says that he was always 
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VII., and emigrated in 1823; while the Gaceta Militar describes him as a | 
Cartist, saying that he emigrated as an anti-Liveral from 1820 to 1823; that he 
served as a captain in the Carlistarmy during the civil war, and came in under 
the convention of Bergara. He had, it was said, been acting at Madrid for some | 
tiie as assistant-curate, in the parishes of San Sebastian and San Milan. It is 
added that he was engaged in an attempt against the life of Queen Christina | 
during her regeney, but had failed in an opportunity for carrying it out. | 
The Assemblée Nationale denies that Merino was a curate in the discharge of | 
active duties as a priest. ‘He belongs (says this journal) to the category of 
ecclesiastics who were admitted into orders at a period which coincides with the | 
invasion of 1808 when several ecclesiastics were violently thrown out of their | 
course, and obliged to return to the life of laymen, and even to become soldiers ; 
as, for instance, the notorious Merino, the namesake of the wretch who has just 
been guilty of so great acrime. It so happened that the heads of sume of these 
displaced ecclesiastics became embroiled in the strangest manner. Attachment 
to the Catholic faith, devotion to the country, menaced in the way it was, became 
confounded with the philosophical and revolutionary doctrines that have worked 
their way into Spain. Martin Merino appears to have been one of thosein 
whose minds revelutionary doctrines ultimately gained the ascendancy over 
Christian faith. Fora long time he has only been a priest inname. In 1822, 
yielding to demagogical doctrines, he became compromis:d in a design to assas- 
sinate Ferdinand, and was arrested and thrown into prison.” 

The following parti -ulars of the wretched man’s career are collected from 
various sources :—He had been in the early part of his life a Franciscan friar of 
the reformed order of St. Diego. The poverty of his order and the restraints of 
the cloister were not, however, to his taste, andin 1821 he demanded and ob- 
tained the privilege of secularisation. It is stated that at that period he gave 
repeated proofs 0: political fanaticism ; was an exaltado; and it is added that in 
that epoch of great political excitement in Spain he went so far as to present 
himself before Ferdinand, a pistol era poignard in one hand, and the Constitution 
of Cadiz in the other. When the Duke d’Angouléme entered Spain in 1823, 
Merino emigrated to France, where after some time he succeeded in obtaining 
employment as an ecclesiastic ina country parish, and occupied his leisure 
hours in giving lessons in Spanish. It was remarked that he svon acquired 4 
sum of money much mere considerable than he could have earned in the exer- 
cise of a legitimate occupation. Merino did not avail himself of the amnesty of 
the Queen Regent in 1832; he did not return to Spain until 1841. Shortly af- 
terwards he was appointed chaplain in the parish of Sin Sebastian, in Madrid, 
and was transferred to that of San Milan in Is44. His conduct during 
@ portion of that period was not exemplary. The funds he had 
acquired in France he lent at an exorbitant rate of interest to the de- 
stitute friars: and the interest he required was always in proportion to the 
wants of the applicants, whose miserable pittance, as compensation for what 
they had lost, was badly and irregularly paid by theGovernment. His usurious 
practices drew on him the censure of his superiors, aud he was removed to 
another parish. In his character he wa morose, unsocial, intolerant, irritable, 
a lover of dispnte, and violent. His erudition was principally derived from the 
works of the French philosophers of the eighteenth century ; and his ideas of 
morality were much of the same kind as those of the poor ecclesiastics in France 
who have recently adopted Socialist principies. Al\ those qualities combined 
deprived him of sympathy with any of those who happened to come into contact 
with him. For the last two or three years Merino was a daily frequenter of the 
reading-room iu Madrid known as the Gabinete de lectura de San Felipe, where 
he used to remain nearly the whole of the diy poring over the French news- 
papers. His manner since the coup d'état in P_ris of the 21 of December was 
particulariy remarked by those who were in the habit ot guing to the same 
place. His aspect was of a more forbidding cast. He seldom spoke to any one, 
though he often muttered imprecations to himself; and the words that occa- 
sionally escaped him gave indications of a mind that was brooding over some 
criminai project. 

Tse assassin was put to death on Saturday list. According to the Spanish 
constitution all attempts on the life of the Sovereign are brought for trial before 
the Senate; but the present atrocity was considered too great to admit of the 
honour of a trial by the Senate being accorded to Merino, and he was accor- 
dingly tried by the inferior courts and sentenced to death. He was executed at 
one o’clock on Saturday by the garote vil (strangu'ation), outside the Gate 
Toledo, the ordinary place of execution in Madrid, in presence of a great multi- 
tude. Previous to the execution he was turmally degraded from the rank of 
the priesthood. This portion of his sentence Merino underwent on the morning 
of the 5th. On one of the balconies of the prison of Saladero, where he was 
confined, and which had been prepared for the purpose, the Bishop of Majorca, 
proceeded, in presence of an immense muitirude,to strint the criminal of his 
clerical vestments, aud remove histon-ure. The jndge, present at this part of 
the exeention, told Merino that, from that moment, he might Corisider himself to 
bein capi‘la. Until then, the regicide had preserved a ceriain serenity, or rather 
an extraordinary in:olence, constantly repeating that he had no other view in 
striking the Queen than to render service to humanity. The puvysicians who exa- 
mined him declared that he had the perfect enjoyment of his mental faculties. 
The momeut tvat solemn communication was made to him by the judge, his 
attitude changed, and he appeared downcast.

Tne attempt on the life of the Queen of Spain is, perhaps, the 
most revolting and atrocious act of intended regicide yet recorded 
in the annals of past or present times, A young mother with her

AUGMENTATION oF THE Army.—The following seven dépéts (the 
service companies are at the Cape) are to be increased 150 each, wiz. dépots 
2d, 6th. 434, 2nd battalion 60ch, 734, 74th, and Ist battalion R.fie Brigade. 
The dépéts of the 15th reziment (service companies at Ceylon) and of the 
59th (service companies at Hong Kong) are as already intimated, to be re- 
duced 100 men each, andin fnture will be 300 instead of 400. Thus all the 
above nine regiments are to be divided as foliows:—Service cumpanics, 600;

That every anchor previous to being aliowed to enter into 
competition must be tested at Woolwich. 4. That the anchors be landed at 
Woolwich for testing by the Ist of May next, at Sheerness by the Ist of June, 
and the tria's to commence on the Istof July next. 5. That the committee will 
not hold themselves responsible for any loss or damage that may bs sustained by 
the anchors, nor be liable for any expenee in bringing them to. or taking them 
from, Sheerness.

Novet anp Destructive RirLe.—Experiments were made during 
the week in the metropolis with a new rifle, invented by an American of the 
name of Jones, which fires 25 distinct shots with one loading The rifle has the 
appearance of an ordinary double-barrelied gun, with the exception that the 
barrels are placed ons above the otuer, and the iower barrel is rather shorter 
than the upper. In the jower barrel are p'aced 25 bullets of a conical shape, 
each abont an inch in length. The upper part of these bullets is charged with 
powder, and by a slight movement ot a small lever they sre trought into the 
upper barrel one after the other, as the previons one is discharged tromit. In 
the stock there is a small box for holding a numoer of detouating pills, quite on 
the homeopathic principle, which one by one fail under the hammer of the 
trigger, and do the duty of the ordinary cupper caps. Ihe operator discharged 
his gun 25 times in about a minute, and he stated that he can load and reload 
his gun and fire it 125 times in Jess than five minutes. The gun has been sub- 
mitted to, and is under the consideration of, the Board of Ordnance. 

Sir James Stirling has been appointed to the vacancy at the Ad- 
miralty Board, caused by the retiremext of Rear-Admiral Dandas. 

The Agnes, merchant brig, Fox master, sailed from the Motherbank 
on Tuesday afternoon for Triniuad, and in beating down the Solent water she 
got on shore last night off Cowes.

BRITISH INSTITUTION.—WORKS OF LIVING 
ARTISTS. 


Tue Exhibition of Works of Living Artists was opened to the public on 
Monday. Viewing the collection as a whole, it is highly creditable to 
the arts of the country. A very large proportion of the works exhi- 
bited are landscapes, a school peculiarly English, and one in which, 
guided by educated fancy and a proper amount of the inventive faculty, 
native talent might, perhaps, do more than in apy other to improve the 
public taste and incuicate a love of the pictorial art. We are not with- 
out apprehension, however, that the very facilities which our rural 
scenery presents—being pictures in themselves, pictures endowed with a 
poetry all their own—scenes of comfortable homesteads and verdant 
lanes, endeared 10 all by domestic associations—we fear, we say, 
that, led away by the familiarity of such scenes and the faeility 
of copying them, eur landscape painters do not sufficiently strive 
to enrich them with all the glorious attributes and effects of which 
they are capable, and with which, in fact, they are all invested in their 
season. Shady lanes are good and refreshing ; green fields are good and 
beautiful; and purling streams silently meundering through plain or 
mead, or dashing noisily over stony ways, or struggling through tangled 
copse—all these are good and true, and speak of the British Isle in its 
most beautiful development. But shady lanes are nought, if there be no 
hot sunshine to shade away ; green fields are nought, if there be no golden 
sun to illumine and invigoratethe atmosphere ; streams sparkle coldly ifno 
sun ray dance upon their surface, and elevate the soul from contemplation 
of the sequestered dell through which they steal, to the bright broad firma- 
ment which is the life of the wider world without. The difficulty of 
combining, within the scope of a single landscape, the coolness of shady 
groves with the warmth of the life-giving sun—of blending in one picture 
the whole world of life which results irom a due adjustment of these 
two antagonistic principles, is undoubtedly great ; but it is a difficulty 
which must be surmounted by those who would illustrate the art of 
landscape-painting in its highest walks. Titian did it often; Rubens, 
also, most magnificently—witness his glorious landscape in our Na 
tional Gallery; also our own Gainsborough, the prince of British land- 
scape-painters. 

What we have to complain of in our landscape-painters of the pre- 
sent day is, that they will not qualify the more ostensible or predomi- 
nating tendencies of the subject selected by those means which are 
legitimately at their command; and that consequently they present, not 
a broad, general, wholesome picture of nature, but an exceptional or 
one-sided view. Descending to a lower branch of art—that of portrait- 
painting—is not the peculiar talent of the artixt shown, in his seizing 
upon the happiest expression of his subject, and investing it with those 
circumstances of light and shade and attribute which may best suit 
and illustrate ite character? And if this be the case in portraiture, 
why not in landecape-painting ? why not, except that the natural oppor- 
tunities in the latter are greater than in the former, and capable of a 
far wider diversity of treatment—aivantages which none but a highly 
inspired hand and poetic judgment can turn to the very best account. 

To close these general observations for the preseat, we remark that, 
as itis easier to paint green trees and dark waterways under the in- 
fluence of a grey sky, than to gild their varied beauties with the rays 
of the great orb of day, and revel in all the varied hues and 
effects which would result from such a combination. The landscapes 
ordinarily presented to us on these occasions are chiefly cool in tone, 
not to say sometimes absolutely chilly ; whilst in the case of the few 
exceptions where the sun is permitted to appear, he is made to rule 
as sole lord of the ascendant, without any attempt to qualify the tone 
of the picture by the introduction of foliage or shade, which are just as 
essential elements as sunlight in landscape ecenery. Thus, in either case, 
is nature robbed of half her attributes, and art of much more than half 
its legitimate effect. 

Creawick has two pictures, or rather a picture and a half. The 
“Road by the River-side ” (No. 9) is entirely his own, and fully worthy of 
his well-earned fame. Liere we have a romantic spot where the moun 
tain stream wells its way through moss-grown rocks, dark and transa- 
parent in the middle recesses, and anon dushing boldly over, iu a sort of 
miniature Cataract, at the very base of the picture. The * Drovers 
Halt” is a landscape of a more domestic character, in which the drover, 
with his sheep and his white pony, are admirably introduced by 
Ansde!], This clever animal painter has another piece all his 
own, ** The Common” (No. 73), a wild outlying spot in a sheep-walk, 
where a groupof sheep and rams are looking out across the moor 
towards the point wke:e the shepherd is seen approaching with some 
stray members of the flock. ‘The woolly coats of the animals are 
achieved with wonderful truthfulness, and their general character well 
preserved, 

F. RK. Lee has two pictures, one of which, the “ River Teign, Devon” 
(No, 25), presents a rich luxuriance of foliage, the somewhat opaque 
effect of which might have been happily relieved by the introduction of 
a few rays of sunlight. 

Sir E. Landseer contributes a picture of wide dimensions—7 ft. 
10 in. by 4 ft. Lin.—* A Deer Pass,” with a group of deer perehed on a 
perilous pinnacle overhanging a yawning abyss :—

Tue ArMyY OF THE Pops.—Accounts from Rome of the 3lst ult., 
tays the Débats, state that the Austrian Government has just offered tothe Pon- 
titical Government such great facilities for the creation of a Roman army, that 
shat measure may now be considered as definitively decided on. The etfective 
strength ot the Fontitical troops was settled by the treaties of 1815 at 20,000 
men. The following is the plan in which this matter will be carried out :—Au 
the existing corps will be di ded andr delicd ; two regiments of a tureign 
legion will be recruited for out of the country. Austria lends the town of Como 
as the centre of formation fer this foree. Each of these regiments will be 2500 
strong. These 5000 men will none of them be Italians, and, as far as can be, 
Swiss, Austrian, and Bavarian. Baden will also furnish its contingent. Two 
Roman or Italian regiments, each of 3500 men, will be formed from the rem- 
nants of the regiment of guards and other troops, which were in course of or- 
ganisation. The gendarmerie will be carried up to a strength ef 5000 men, 4000 
of whom are already enrolled. A battalion ot foot chasseurs, of from 1200 to 
1500 strong, a regiment of dragoons, and one or two brigades of artillery, will 
complete this force of 20,000 men. The 5000 gendarmes, the 5000 Swiss and Ger- 
mans, and the battalion of chasseurs commanded by M. Alderon-Polomba, an 
officer devoted to the Holy See, will form an effective force which will insure the 
fidelity of the two native regiments, and will permit the Pontifical Government 
to protect itself with its own troops. The formation and support of this army 
will entail fresh charges on the Treasury. The necessary outlay is estimated at 
about 2.000,000 piastres, which is just about the amount of the deficit of last 
year. Some Kowman subjects, who had joined ian a more or less active manner 
the Roman revolution, but who had received permission to remain in the Holy 
City, have just received orders to quit immediately the Roman States. Some 
new names have also been added tu the list of such of the inhabitants as cannot 
leave their houses before sunrise or remain out of them after sunset.

Royat Geocrapnica Socrety.—Sir Joun Frankiry.—On Mon- 
day night a moeting of the members of this society took place at the Royal In- 
stitution, Albemarle-street; Sir R. Murchison, president, in the chair.

Pim, R.N., read a paper on the subject of his journey to St. Petersburgh, with a 
view to undertake an expedition in search of Sir Jol Franklin. Mr. Pim ob- 
served that he was under the necessity of stating that his wish to trace the ex- 
pedition of Sir Jchn Franklin, on the north-eastern shores of Siberia, had not 
been carried out. No traveller had ever left his native shores under more 
favourable auspices. Lady Franklin provided £300; the Prime Minister also 
supptied him with fands; the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs directed one 
of the Queen’s foreign messengers to accompany him to the Russian capital. At 
Berlin he received marked attention. The King of Prussia also took a deep in- 
terest in the project, and recommended him to the Emperor of Russia. He had 
a long interview with the Emperor, in which he was permitted t» state his rea- 
sons for persevering, and was desired by his Majesty to put them into writing. 
After alluding to the regret he felt at the failure, he still believed it to be 
feasible ; and he was rejoiced that, though circumstances had prevented him 
from executing it, others, acting upon the same idea, were about to Prozecute a 
like scheme. Mr. Donald Beatson was about to proceed to Bebring’s Straits, in 
a steamer purchased by public subscription, to search the north-eastern shores 
of Siberia ; and Commander R. Maguire, in H. M. brig Plover, would penetrate 
to Herald’s Island to explore that region. The chairman mach regretted that 
Lieut. Pim’s scheme had been considered impracticable by the Russian Govern- 
ment. Lieut. Pim had now volunteered to join the Arctic expedition prepared 
by her Majesty’s Government, under the command of Sir Edward Belcher. 
Some discussion then took place, in the cour:e of which it was stated that the 
Arciic regions abounded not only in animal but in vegetable life; and a strong 
hope was expressed that the society would continue to promote the subscription 
in furtherance of the plan cigs by Capt. Beatson. After some further busi- 
ness the meeting separated.
